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LONDON (AP)—The Soviet 
Union renewed an appeal Thurs- 
day for a ban on nuclear weap- 
on tests as “a first modest step 
toward ending the atomic arms 
race.” 

Valerin A. Zorin, the Krem- 
lin’s delegate at the five-Power 
subconmnittee of the U.N. dis- 
armafment commission meeting 
here, told the Foreign Press As- 
sociation:

The Soviets have exploded five 
nuclear weapons within two 
weeks and Zorin’s listeners im- 
mediately drew his attention to 
this. He was asked how he 
reconciled Russia’s call for ban 
with its series of tests. He 
replied: “The Western Powers, 
namely, the United States and 
Britain, still refuse to conclude 
an agreement for ceasing tests 
of nuclear weapons. 


“In these conditions, in order 
to provide for internal security, 
the Soviet Union is -compelled 
to continue its own tests. But 
as soon as the United States and 
Britain agree, the Soviet Union 
will suspend tests at once.” 


Zorin proposed as Russia’s 
second step toward an atomic 
disarmament accord that the 
Powers should promise “not to 
use atomic or hydrogen weap- 
ons, including rocket weapons 
and atomic artillery.” 


He said that it is now up to 
the United States and Britain 
to undertake such a pledge, 
Claiming that Russia, the 
world’s only other nuclear Pow- 
er, is ready to do so. 


Zorin said the Soviets want 
_ immediately to ban all nuclear 
weapon production and to de 
stroy existing stockpiles of nu- 
clear weapons. 


This was interpreted as a So- 
viet rejection of the latest Amer- 
ican proposal, laid before the 
five-Power group by Harold Stas- 
sen, Calling for a stoppage of 
nuclear weapon production after 
March 1959.

Kishi Not

It proposed that all nations 
should register with the United 
Nations five months before ex- 
ploding A-and H-bombs pending 
completion of such an arrange- 
ment, 

It also gave details of how 
such an arrangement should 
work.

reach the conclusion that such 
detection is impossible by means 
of existing detection systems 
and methods, a new interna- 
tional machinery shall be set up 
by “The Committee,” methods 
of detection shall be improved 
and strengthened, and steps 
shall be taken to make such de- 
tection possible. 


B. Until such time as the in- 
ternational detection machinery 
is completed and methods of de- 
tection progress to the stage 
where all nuclear test explo

register in advance all nuclear 
test explosions with the United 
Nations in order to restrict such 
tests to a minimum. 

The Japanese Government 
considers it appropriate that the 
international agreement regard- 
ing the above suggested system 
and its operation should be at- 
tained in the form of a General 
Assembly resolution, based 
upon recommendation of the 
Disarmament Commission; that 
if a new “Committee” is to be 
formed, it should be formed 
within the framework of the 
United Nations, composed of the 
same members as that of the

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New US. Device Said Able 
To Guide Craft Anywhere 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP)— 
Scientists unveiled a _ secretly- 
developed American invention 
Wednesday which they say 
promises to guide any kind of 
craft—plane, missile, ship or 
submarine—from enemy inter- 
ference—to any chosen spot on 
earth. 


“Inertial Guidance,” as it's 
called by its developers at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, already has flown 
a big B-29 across the United 
States from Boston to Los 
Angeles. 

Operating without a glimpse 
of earth, sun or stars, Inertial 
Guidance is said by the 
scientists to need no electronic 
signal or radar beam—and 
therefore can’t be “jammed” by 
apparatus in the hands of an 
enemy. 


Heart of the system is a com- 
pletely free-floa gyroscope 
cealed in a little four-inch cy- 
linder. They say this names 
bly complicated mechanism al- 
ways remains aimed in a fixed 
position in relation to the uni- 


verse independent of the earth’s 
motion. And K can’t be affect- 
ed by other natural phenomena 
such as weather, sunspots and 
magnetic influences on polar 
flights, the scientists add. 

The delicate gyro wheel, spin- 
ning 12,000 revolutions per min- 
ute, floated in a fluid and pivot- 
ed on virtually frictionless sap- 
phire bearings, is described as 
“a major break-through in the 
field of gyro technology.” The 
scientists hint it might be of 
very great importance. in flight 
throwgh outer space—as to the 
moon or Mars. 


It is being applied to flight 
and fire control aS well as to 
navigation. Military application 
for all three uses have been 
developed at MIT. 


The system resulted from 
research begun in 1939, which 
developed the remarkable Mark 
XIV gunsight. In its first bDat- 
tle experience after jnstallation 
on the USS South Dakota and 
destroyers, the Mark XIV gun- 
sight accomplished the startl- 
ing record of shooting down 32 
attacking Japanese aircraft.

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Police Agency Declares 
War Against Racketeers 


Strict punishment of racket 
eers was ordered by the Police 
Agency at its meeting of nation- 
al police bureau chiefs held in 
Tokyo Wednesday and a deci- 
sion was made to revise the Cri- 
minal Law to ensure increased 
police controls. 

The conference was called be- 
cause of the recent increase in 
gang fighting over so-called ter- 
ritories of operation. 

There have been three such 
brawls this year, resulting in 
the death of three persons and 
injury to 22 others. During the 
whole of last year there were 
14 incidents with six deaths and 
injury to 56 persons. 

The police think the outbreak 
in fighting is a result of the 
strict crackdown waged by law 
enforcement officials, causing 
Jucrative rackets of the gang- 
sters to disappear. 

The police will intensify their 
fight against the racketeers by 
going after the “kingpin.” In 
the past the police have been 
criticized for arresting only the 
“small fry.” 


The police will draw up a de- 
tailed list of the gangs in the 
nation and their links with 
“brother groups.” 


Any tie-up between such or- 
ganizations and political circles 
will be dealt with according to 
law and there will be no yield- 
ing to political pressure. 


The police wil. also clamp 
down on illegal possession of 
arms. Knives and swords 
which have been designated as 
national treasures will be con- 
sidered as being illegally posses- 


' 


}that the possession will iead to 
violence. 

The Police Agency is plan- 
ning to ask for legislation which 
will make it an offense for 
racketeers to assemble in 
groups. Police hope to have 
such a legislation passed by the 
next Diet.

Sohyo (General Council of 
Japan Trade Unions) shown in 
the offensive forced Nikkeiren 
to review and correct its under- 
estimation of Sohyo., 

Sohyo may be called a “mon- 
strous existence,” he said. 

In his report on the labor 
situation at Nikkeiren’s general 
meeting, Maeda attributed So- 
hyo’s victory in the offensive for 
higher wages mainly to the re 
cent business boom in Japan, 


Maeda, however, warned that 
the Japanese economy has al- 
ready begun to show signs of 
having reached its peak. 

Sohyo’s victory, he said, 
should not allow labor leaders 
to forget their responsibility in 
preventing increased wages 
from causing inflation. They 
should cooperate with the pro- 
ductivity increase movement 
and restrict their spendings, he 
said. 

Maeda said Sohyo’s spring 
offensive stirred up strong pub- 
lic criticism for the first time, 
particularly against the teach- 
ers’ simultaneous “leave-taking,” 
and other tactics employed by 
public service workers. 


Maeda also called attention to 
the Socialist Party’s leaning to- 


ward the left since its conven- 


tion of last January and the 
party’s role, so to speak, as 
“Sohyo’s politburo.” He special- 
ly noted that Sohyo has remov- 
ed, since its convention of last 
year, the barrier it had erected 
against the Communists. 


He criticized the Japanese 
National Railway § Workers 
Union and other member unions 
of Sohyo for having stepped 
over the legal boundries in its 


actions and that they still show- 


ed no signs of “soul-searching.”

Tiny Artificial Organs 


Seen as Replacements 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEK

CHICAGO—A scientist fore- 
sees the day when you might 
have a little substitute glass- 
and-rubber heart placed per- 
Mmanently inside your chest. 

It would replace your own 
sick heart which threatened 
death. 

Or you might get a substitute 
kidney, sewed inside your ab- 
domen, to rescue failing kid- 
neys. 

These substitute organs might 
have to be plugged into an elec- 
tric socket to work. But they 
‘would keep you alive as against 
falling “into oblivion and 
death.” 

Research on such projects is 
beginning, and the general prin- 
ciples make them look feasible, 
says Dr. Peter F. Salisbury of 
Cedars of Lebanon Hospital, Los 
Angeles. 

He took this look ahead in 
_ taking office last Sunday night 
as president of the American 
Society for Artificial] Internal 
Organs, a three-year-old society 
of some 100 scientists and doc- 
tors. 

Dr. Salisbury said some pro- 
totypes of first rough working 
models of permanent substitute 
hearts and kidneys are being 
designed. 

Hundreds of human lives 
have already been saved by 
artifical heart-lung and kidney 
machines. But they are pret- 
ty big, and the patient is con- 
nected to them only tempo 
rarily, 

The bold new prospect is of 
small devices permanently put 
inside the human body. 

Dr. Salisbury said one pos- 
sible design for a _ substitute 
heart is a double pump, each 
unit a U-shaped tube made of 
silicon rubber. 

One pump would take blood 


coming to the heart from the 
veins and — it through the 
lungs for fresh oxygen. The 
other would collect blood com- 
ing from the lungs and pump it 
through the body. 


The tubes could work on‘ an 
hydraulic pressure principle 
borrowed from milking mach- 
ines. The blood would be 
squeezed through tubes, wide at 
the opening, which grow pro- 
gressively smaller. 

The tubes would be inside a 
closed chamber made of glass 
or plastic. The pumping action 
would come from forcing a 
liquid into and out of this 
chamber, to press pulse-like on 
the tubes. 


A tube would have to pro 
trude through the chest wall to 
supply the pumping fluid. Elec- 
trical energy could pump it in 
and out. Or the patient could 
use a hand-pump while he walk- 
ed from room to room. 


Perhaps ma gee currents, 
from outside chest, could 
be used to do the paging with 
no protruding tube. 

Dr. Salisbury said it would be 
easier to remove the ailing 
heart, completely replacing it 
with the substitute than to try 
to find room inside the chest 
for an auxiliary pump. 

He admitted it “would be a 
rare patient” who would agree 
to the first removal of his own 
heart for the substitute device. 

A person would live depen- 
dent upon electrical or other 
energy from the outside, and 
could be at the mercy of a pow- 
er failure. This wouldn’t be 
“the magnificence of indepen- 
dent normal life” but “many 
patients might prefer it to obli- 
vion or death.” ;

Animal Talk 


By ALAN ZAHN, VMD 
Brushing and Bathing 
To your little son or daugh- 
ter a dog’s life may look iike 
seventh heaven because his pet 
seldom takes a bath. There is 
probably no way you can do 
your dog more harm, with the 
best of intentions, than to bathe 
him too often. Frequent bath- 
ings remove the natural oils 
from the skin and coat leaving 
them dry and dull. It is neces- 
sary to give your dog a bath 
only on those rare occasions 
when his coat becomes caked 
with dirt or when he has come 
in contact with anything which 
leaves an offensive odor. 


When he just has surface dirt 
on his coat a way to clean 
him off without washing is by 
giving him a vigorous rub down 
with a damp towel. A daily 
brushing will do much to keep 
his skin and coat in healthy con- 
dition. Thie is especially im- 
portant during the season when 
he sheds his hair. An ordinary 
stiff bristled brush will do for 
short haired breeds while a 
brush with longer bristles more 
openly spaced is better for lon 
er haired breeds. A comb wit 
blunt teeth is helpful for keep- 
ing the snarls om foreign mat- 
ter out of his coat. If your dog 
is in good health and condition 
a regular ae and brushing 
of the coat will keep it in fine 
shape. 

When a bath is nec , be 
sure to protect his eyes with 
suitable ointment and protect 
his ears with cotton plugs. In 
winter keep your pet in a warm 
room until thoroughly dry after 
the bath. In summer keep him 
tied or confined to clean quar- 
ters until dry to prevent his 
rolling or rubbing in the dirt. 


To avoid the danger of pneu- 
monia, most veterinarians ad- 
vise against bathing puppies 
under any circumstances until 
they are well along toward ma- 
turity. It takes many hours 
for the fuzz next to the skin 
to dry thoroughly and it is a 
mistake to let the dog outdoors 
until he is thoroughly dry.

Power Supply 
To Be Less 
Than Demand 


Power supply in the country 
in fiscal year 1957 will fall short 
of demand by 4.3 per cent, ac- 
cording to a Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and = Industry 
estimate made: known Wednes- 
day. 

The total supply of power, 
the Ministry figures indicated, 
will reach 57,100 million kilo- 
watt-hours minus transmission 
loss. Demand, meanwhile, will 
run up to as much as 59,690 mil- 
lion kilowatt-hours. 


The demand figure represents 
at ‘nerease of 25 per cent over 
the estimate for the last fiscal 
year and the supply amount 16 
per cent over the total actually 
supplied during the same period. 


Power supply will run short 
throughout the country except 
in the areas serviced by the 
Hokkaido, Shikoku and Kyushu 
Electric Power Companies. 


These Ministry figures were 
compiled on the basis of the 
amount of water available for 
power generation for the aver- 
age year. 

Supply and demand may be 
balanced therefore, if the water 
flow in favorable this year. 


Business Mission 
Leaves for Brazil 


A group of Japanese business- 
men left Tokyo for Brazil by 
Canadian Pacific Airlines plane 
Wednesday night to finalize a 
Brazilian-proposed plan to set 
up a joint steel plant in Minas 
Geraes State. 

The team was headed by 
Teizo Horikoshi, chief of the 
secretariat of the Federation of 
Economic Organizations repre- 
senting Japan’s major indus- 
tries. 

The group is to hold talks 
with the Brazilian authorities 
concerned on a_ construction 
plan drawn up by FEO’s Minas 
Geraes steel plant construction 
subcommittee headed by Ara- 
kazu Ojima, president of the 
Yawata Iron and Steel Com- 
pany. 

A contract on the construc- 
tion of the mill is expected to 
be signed during the mission’s 
stay in Brazil. 


El Salvador Considering 


Japanese Proposals 

SAN’ SALVADOR (INS)—The 
Salvadoran Ministries of Econo- 
my and Foreign Relations are 
weighing a proposal by the Jap- 
anese Foreign Trade Rehabilita- 
tion Organization to establish 
certain local industries with 
Japanese capital, including a 
Toyota motor vehicle assembly 
plant.

“Hitherto, the Japanese au- 

thorities have shown the great- 
est reluctance to put the brake 
on economic expansion. 
“The recent decision to liber- 
alize impcrts notwithstanding 
the possibility that this would 
force Japan into substantial de- 
ficit externally was taken, in- 
deed, largely because official 
quarters were anxious to ensure 
that industrial production 
would not be hampered by any 
shortage of raw materials. 


“And within the past month 
measures have been taken to 
establish easier credit condi- 
tions so that the banking sys- 
tem will be able to meet the 
growing demand from industry 
for loans to finance expansion 
and the increase in imports.

Output Increased 
Of Vinyl Chloride 


Production of vinyl chloride 
during the one-year period from 
April last year totaled 66,610 
tons or 81.8 per cent over the 
previous 12-month period, ac- 
cording statistics compiled by 
vinyl chloride quarters. 


The increase of 29,970 tons 
over the 36,640 tons turned out 
from April, 1955, to March, 1956, 
resulted in a record output since 
the production of vinyl chloride 
was started in Japan in 1949. 


The increased production was 
attributed to expanded demand 
for vinyl chloride goods, rang- 
ing from soft products such as 
films and sheets to hard pro- 
ducts such as pipes and plates. 

Output of hard vinyl chloride 
during the 12 months ended last 
month reached 26,170 tons or 
39 per cent of the total produc- 
tion. This was 2.7 times the 
output of the hard product for 
the previous one-year period. 
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Seoul Drafts Protest 
To British Government 


SEOUL (INS)—A reliable 
Foreign Ministry source said 
Thursday that South Korea 


plans to lodge a protest with the 
British Government “in the 
near future” over lifting of 
Britain’s trade embargo against 
Communist North Korea. 

The source said the Foreign 
Ministry has almost completed 
drafting the protest and that it 
will be handed to the British 
Legation in Seoul. 

Earlier, a British spokesman 
stated that South Korea has 
“misunderstood” Britain’s “pure- 
ly administrative adjustment” 
aimed at bringing the license 
procedure for the Pyongyang 
Government in line with that 
of Red China. 


Petroleum Products 


The output of petroleum prod- 
ucts in fiscal 1956-57 amounted 
to 12,464,073 kiloliters or 22 per 
cent over the previous fiscal 
year, the Ministry of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry an- 
nounced yesterday. Gasoline ac- 
counted for 3,249,000 kiloliters 
(23 pc> cent increase), kerosene 
863,000 kiloliters (54 per cent in- 
crease) and heavy oil, 6,254,000 
kiloliters (29 per cent increase). 


NEW YORK (AP) — Per 
Jacobsson, of Sweden, head of 
the International Monetary 
Fund, said Wednesday big- 
spending countries, particularly 
the United States, must cut their 
budgets to keep money sound 
and avert world disorder. 


Delivering an annual report 
to the U.N. Economic and Social 
Council, Jacobsson said steps 
are all the more urgent when 
Government expending greatly 
exceeds its income, making the 
— of inflation increasingly 
acute. | 


Jacobsson said at a press con- 
ference, however, he personally 
hopes the question of cutting 
the U.S. budget would not be 
concentrated! on foreign aid. 
“There are other possibilities,” 
he added. © 


He said the United States had 
benefited through its foreign 
aid by building up the world 
demand for its goods. He ex- 
plained that “there can be no 
doubt,” U.S. expenditure abroad 
(either miltary expenditure or 
aid or business investment) in 
recent years had given “con- 
siderable support to world 
liquidity and to world demand.” 


Jacobsson declared the Fund 
made 200 million dollars avail- 
able to India because that na- 
tion “had experienced a decline 
in its monetary reserves and 
made a request to the Fund for 
the amount obtained.” He add- 
ed that India explained it 
“would take a number of anti- 
inflationary measures, includ- 
ing an increase in taxation, a 
drive to promote small savings, 
and a tightening of credit. 

“While import restrictions 
had to be stiffened, it proved 
possible to diminish the degree 
of discrimination,” he gaid. 
“Especially important was an 
agreement with the United 
States for the purchase of $360 
million in surplus agricultural 
commodities, largely food grains. 

Jacobsson said: “India has al- 
ways considered all her plans 
to be flexible and has already 
moved to rephase her develop- 
ment programs in the light of 
economic conditions, particular- 
ly of inflationary developments, 
which the Government is anxi- 
ous to avoid.” 

The Director praised Belgium, 
Italy, the Netherlands and 
Sweden for having made their 
currencies more transferable. 
He cited this development as 
progress made in the liberaliza-

Accordingly, he explained, 
“the responsible authorities in 
a great number of countries are 
naturally faced with the task 
of having to adjust their own 
investment policies to the alter- 
ed conditions, especially in the 
field of foreign financing.” 

In the press. conference, 
Jacobsson tied the question of 
Europe’s lack of money for 
foreign loans to the question of 
U.S. foreign aid. He said the 
world needed U.S. dollars for 
economic stability. 


Textile Bill 
Urged in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — USS. 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith 
(R.-Me.) protested Wednes- 
day that Japan is “fully ex- 
ploiting her cheap-labor-paid- 
coolie-wages for cutthroat com- 
petition against her benefactor, 
the United States.” 


She urged the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee to approve her 
bill “to meet this unfair, cheap- 
labor cutthroat competiton by 
giving our cotton textile indus- 
try the ability to compete for 
foreign markets.” 

America’s only woman Sena- 
tor wants the Government to 
sell up to 750,000 bales of cot- 
ton annually to U.S. textile mills 
at prices low enough so that 
the mills can “compete in wor'd 
markets with cheap foreign 
labor.” 


The U.S. Government has 
been selling surplus cotton in 
world markets to foreign buyers 
considerably below the price- 
supported domestic level. 


Both the State and Agricul- 
ture Departments are opposed 
to the Smith Bill, saying it 
would cost up to $750,000,000 an- 
nually and “that foreign textile 
industries and their Govern- 
ments would react unfavorably 
to it.” 

Mrs. Smith said her proposal 
would prevent a shutdown of 
several American textile mills, 
save the jobs of thousands of 
textile workers, and assure 
enough additional taxes to 
offset losses on sale of the cot- 
ton for textile exports. 


“There is a point where we 


must stop being afraid of other 
foreign vernments, such as 
Japan, to whom we have 


poured out millions of dollars 
and the finest and most modern 
textile machinery out of the 
goodness of our heart,” she 
said. 

“My bill proposes that we 
export cotton textiles instead of 
exporting our textile jobs and 
industry,” she added. 


“There is a point where we 
must start helping our own 
people instead of helping the 
people of foreign countries take 
jobs away from our own peo 
ple,” she said. “We have reach- 
ed that point and that is the 
purpose of our bill.” 


Mrs, Smith said a textile in- 
dustry leader told her “this bill 
can prevent the liquidation of 
at least two million spindles 
and the jobs connected with 


this manufacturing capacity.” 


Further Increase Likely 


In Milk Production 


Milk output this year is ex- 
pected to total 351,387,960 gal- 
lons or 20 per cent more than 
the previous year, the Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Ministry an- 
nounced. 

The output is expected to ex- 
ceed demand by 5,045,600 gal- 
lons. This surplus is expected 
to be processed to manufacture 
dairy products and used as ma- 
terial for making other articles 
using fat. 

A depression, however, similar 
to the one that occurred in 1954 
was expected this year unless 
there was an unexpected rise in 
the demand for milk. 

The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry has issued a warning 
against the attempt by milk 
producers to raise the retail 
price of milk, The dairymen 
claim the rise is necessary be- 
cause of the rising cost of pro- 
duction.

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Thoughts on Disarmament 


If the conclusions of Mr. Jules Moch, French member of 
the Five-Power subcommittee of the United Nations Dis- 
armament Commission, are correct, it would seem that the 
subcommittee is making some progress in its deliberations 
on the important issues at stake. | 

According to Mr. Moch, limited agreement is “prob- 
able” on four points. These are the placing of ceilings on 
‘the armed forces of the major Powers; ending the future 
production of nuclear materials for military purposes on 
an agreed date, as suggested by the United States; limita- 
tion of nuclear test explosions, and creation of a control 
= inspection system which the subcommittee has still to 

scuss. 


Mr. Moch goes on to say that a “partial plan,” but 
as wide as possible, is expected to be elaborated rather than 
a “general plan.” While. the difference between the two 
conceptions cannot be estimated without knowing the de- 
tails—and the subcommittee itself does not seem as yet to 
have got down to these—it may be presumed that a “par- 
tial plan” would leave the various countries freedom in 
the choice of armaments, including nuclear weapons, for 
the time being. Mr. Moch admitted that differences still 
divided Russia and the Western Powers, although he said 
their views had come closer together in some matters. 

Although we do not see why quantitative disarmament 
should not be proceeded with by international agreement at 
an early date it is manifest that qualitative disarmament— 
and this, of course, ineludes nuclear weapons—is a much 
more difficult matter. Britain’s Defense Minister, Mr. 
Duncan Sandys, declared on Tuesday that nuclear disarma- 
ment by itself would be disastrous since it would give de- 
cisive priority to Russia which would always be able to 
maintain larger conventional forces. He said “limited ag- 
gression” could be resisted by conventional arms but if a 
head-on collision occurred between the Soviet Union and 
the United States it was unrealistic to imagine that that 
kind of conflict could be decided by anything short of the 
“whole works.” 


According to Mr. Sandys the protective power of the 
Free World depends at present almost entirely on the 
nuclear strength of the United States. And we have it on 
the word of Mr. Harold Stassen that America never in- 
tended to use nuclear weapons in small border incidents. 
What we have to fear, then, is that they might be used if 
os war occurred between the nations that possessed 
them. 

Although all the world shudders at the thought of the 
latest nuclear weapons being used in actual warfare, it 
would seem that the disarmament problem must be tackled 
quantitatively and that, parallel with this, political action 
must be taken to reduce the international tensions which 
make war possible or conceivable. 


Programs to these ends might be so interlocked that 
the present situation would be alleviated. But we fear that 
so long as the Communist bloc aspires to dominate the 
world through its peculiar ideology even quantitative dis- 
armament is likely to be limited. Great as is the fear of 
war, the fear of being found defenseless is perhaps greater. 
And the nations which believe they are faced with potential 
aggression from those with much larger manpower than 
their own will be dubious about consenting to throw away 
means of defense provided by nuclear weapons. 

Returning to some of the points raised by Mr. Moch, 
we find him saying that in a few years uranium may not 
be necessary for the production of nuclear weapons. It 
would be theoretically possible to start only with hydrogen, 
a cheap element contained in ordinary water. Nuclear 
weapons therefore might be produced in small factories run 
by little countries, he declares. We have always kept this 
idea in our own mind and we feel convinced that we are 
only at the beginning of atomic possibilities. The whole 
military, as well as the political and economic, situation 
might be greatly changed if the development mentioned by 
Mr. Moch came about. 


All the considerations we have mentioned add up to 
the same thing. There must be international agreement 
to which all civilized peoples are prepared to adhere for 
the control of all atomic developments in every corner of 
the world and to get this agreement it is manifest that 
ideas of war between the nations must be wholly abandon- 
ed. But what is the chief reason for people still believing 
that war might come to modern world? Surely, it is to 
be found in the ambitions, which mount at times to open 
threats, of the Communist States under Moscow’s leader- 
ship. A simple and sincere disavowal of the belief of a 
world revolution to further Communist aims, if made by 
Moscow, and accompanied by a reduction in the huge arma- 
ments it maintains, could entirely change the picture.

Minister Macmillan’s announced 
intention to conduct the Christ- 
mas Island tests was a great dis- 
appointment to the Japanese 
people. Despite this, the Japa- 
nese will continue their appeal 
against all and any nuclear tests. 
It is their conviction, said the 
paper, that the suspension‘ of 
nuclear tests is a duty toward 
the safety and security of man- 
kind. The demonstration of 
nuclear weapons by the world 
Powers has only served to incite 
each other. 


Mainichi Shimbun remarking 
that an abnormally large degree 
of radioactivity has been record- 
ed throughout Japan in the past 
several. days, criticized the So- 
viet Union for rejecting a Japa- 
nese representation against re- 
cent nuclear experiments. Al- 
though the Soviets claim they 
have taken precautionary mea- 
sures, «scientific observations 
here disprove this. If the So- 
viets consider that Japan is 
overly anxious about radioac- 
tive contamination, they should 
prove their claim scientifically. 


Yomiuri Shinibun declared 
that the number of classrooms 
in primary schools should be 
increased. Quoting a survey by 
the Bducation Ministry, it said 
out of . 283,000 classrooms in 
primary schools, 96,000 were 
packed to capacity. In middle 
schools, the situation was even 
worse; about 39 per cent of the 
classrooms were overcrowded. 
Such overcrowding has lowered 
scholarship records. Govern- 
ment appropriations for more 


classrooms are urgently 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) regretted the Soviet re- 
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explosions. It has been scienti- 


fically confirmed that the 
atmosphere has been contami- 
nated by the Soviet Union’s 
test explosions being carried out 
without any prior notice. This 
Soviet Union’s attitude of carry- 
ing out test explosions without 
any advance notice is enough to 
excite the U.S. and British sus- 
picion of Russian intent. In 
other words, the U.S. and Brit- 
ain are forced to carry out 
thermonuclear weapon tests 
due to the Soviet Union’s at- 
titude. Therefore, the Soviet 
Union should suspend its test 
explosions of thermonuclear 
weapons. The Soviet Union's 
suspension of the test explo- 
sions, if made a fact, will pave 
the way for talks for an inter- 
national agreement against such 
weapon tests. 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiroshi- 
ma) said the recent conference 
between Communist China’s Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai and the Japa- 
nese Socialist mission now visit- 
ing Peiping should be praised be- 
cause it clarified Communist 


China’s attitude toward the nor- [ 


malization of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Japan. It is particu- 
larly welcome that Premier 
Chou is being realistic. He has 
hinted that the Taiwan problem 
should be passed over in the 
event of peace talks. Further- 
more, it is possible to say that 
Communist China is well aware 


of the fact that it is a member } 


of the Communist bloc and 
Japan of the Free World and 
therefore it would be impossi- 
ble for the two nations to talk 
peace without taking into con- 
sideration their respective align- 


ments.

The British White Paper 


LONDON—A full explanation 
of the new British defense 
policy, which was set forth in 
an official White Paper last week, 
would have to include a review 
of what has happened in world 
politics during the past seven 
or eight years. The review 
might well begin in 1949 when 
the Soviet Union broke the 
American monopoly of atomic 


weapons. This enormous event 


precipitated the race in nuclear 
armaments and in guided mis- 
siles. : 

For Britain particularly, with 
her large commitments and her 
diminished economic resources, 
this revolution in the military 
art has posed a problem which 
has to be met. Britain cannot 
afford, indeed there are no Nna- 
tions which can really afford 
to finance the full development 
of the new weapons while main- 
taining at the same time con- 
ventional, but up-to-date armies, 
navies and air forces. For Brit- 
ain, and indeed for all the coun- 
tries of Europe and Asia, the 
new weapons have raised the 
question whether there is in 
fact any such thing as defense, 
in the ordinary sense of the abil- 
ity to repel an attack. If there 
then 
there is no security except the 
prevention of nuclear war by 
deterrence on the one hand and 
by diplomacy on the other,

For a number of reasons Great 
Britain has been the first of the 
big powers to speak distinctly 
and openly about the complex 
problems which are posed by 
this military revolution, and to 
reshape its own military policy 
accordingly. There need be no 
doubt in our minds that this 
White Paper will have an infiu- 
ence far beyond Great Britain 
on military thinking and plan- 
ning. The document is unusuai- 
ly candid and explicit for an 
official statement. But time will 
show, I imagine,.that there is 
a lot to be read between the 
lines. 

There is, for example, the 
blunt statement “that there is 
at present no means of provid- 
ing adequate protection for the 
people of this country against 
the consequences of an attack 
with nuclear weapons,” and

Grant me, O Crucified Savior,

that therefore “the overriding 
consideration in all military 
planning must be to prevent 
war rather than to prepare for 
it.” That is a very big thing for 
‘the British government to say. 
The practical military conciu- 
sion they draw from it is that 
Britain must have some deter- 
rent nuclear power of her own 
if she is not to remain wholly 
dependent upon the United 
States. But what the British 
are saying will be read in coun- 
tries which are no less de 
fenseless and yet quite incapa- 
able of acquiring any deterrent 
nuclear power of their own.

‘The British conclusion de- 
pends, so I gather, upon a cur- 
rent assumption that the United 
States is ahead of the Soviet 
Union in the race to produce 
guided missiles of intermediate 


range, and that in not too long. 


a time the United States will be 
able to supply Britain and the 
NATO countries with these mis- 
Siles. If this fundamental as;- 
sumption is correct, we are en- 
tering a period—which may last 
for a few years—in which the 
balance of nuclear power will 
be theoretically and statistical- 
ly inclined against the Soviet 
Union. For, again theoretical- 
ly, the Soviet Union will be 
within range of the intermedi- 
ate missiles which are based in 
Britain and Western Europe 
whereas the United States would 
be somewhat less vulnerable. 
Many of us, myself included, 
do not think such theoretical 
calculations are reliable enough 
in the real world to be taken 
very seriously as a basis of prac- 
tical policy. But the assumption 
that the United States has a 
lead in the field of intermediate 
missiles is very much in the 
minds of the military planners 
all over the world. Britain, for 
example, would in any event 
have had to reduce its military 
establishment and its overseas 
commitments. But the interme- 
diate missiles, which are prom- 
ised for delivery in the five-year 
period during which Britain is 


to reduce its military forces can 
be cited to support the claim 
that the over-all power of Brit- 
aim relative to the Soviet Union 
will nevertheless not have been 
ea 7 * = 


It is most probable, too, that 
the Soviet warnings to Norway, 
Denmark, the Netherlands and 
to Western Europe generally are 
addressed primarily to this prob- 
lem of the intermediate missiles. 
Quite evidently, Moscow is genu- 
inely disturbed at the prospect 
of begin encircled by a ring of 
guided missiles with nuclear 
warheads, especially if for some 
years to come she will have. no 
comparable power to strike at 
the United States. The Soviet 
warnings contain big threats of 
what would happen if intermedi- 
ate missiles were launched from 
'Western Europe. But it is oniy 
fair to note that there is no sug- 
gestion in these warnings that 
the Soviet Union is considering 
a preventive attack if the mis- 
siles are actually installed in 
Britain and elsewhere. Such a 
preventive attack would, of 
course, bring into action the 
United States, and it seems plain 
that the Soviet Union has no in- 
tention, indeed quite the con- 
trary, of starting a great war. 

If the basic assumption of a 
temporary Western superiority 
is sound, it means only that our 
diplomatic bargaining power, 
which has fallen so low since 
Hungary and the Suez fiasco, 
may for a time be somewhat re- 
stored. But the advantage, if 
indeed we have one, will, how- 
ever, be temporary and short- 
lived. For the Soviet Union will 
assuredly catch up with us it 
indeed she is lagging behind. 

One would feel better about 
all this if in London and in 
Washington the directors of our 
diplomacy were willing to think 
as freshly and frankly as were 
the authors of the British White 
Paper on military policy.

To the Editor: 

The Kitagawa Maru disaster 
‘and the righteous public indig- 
nation aroused by it, should also 
focus the people’s conscience on 
other flagrant violations of pub- 
lic safety. It appears that many 
businessmen are more interested 
in making a handsome profit 
than in the safety of their 
customers. The reference is to 
the overcrowded theaters 
throughout the eountry. 

Typical is the following inci- 
dent which occurred at a 
theater in Kokura, Kyushu, last 


February. The theater was 
featuring the popular film 
“Giant.” The weekend crowd 


completely filled the seats, aisles 
and rear standing room. Behind 
the back seats people were 
standing ten-deep. The crowd 
was so pressing that patrons 
leaving after the end of the 
show were still trying to push 
themselves through the dense 
throngs when the next per- 
formance began. 

The theater manager would 
not return money to those who 
wanted a refund rather than 
remain to see the long movie 
standing up. Nor did_ the 
management discontinue selling 
tickets, further crowding the 
already intolerable conditions, 

The consequences had some- 
one sounded the fire alarm are 
terrifyingly imaginable. 

Both the public and the law 
enforcement agencies should 
righteously protest and put an 
end to this disinterest in pub- 
lic safety by profit-hungry 
theater owners. Not to do so 
will only leave the way open 
for further disasters properly 
termed “mass murder.”

WASHINGTON — Sen. Tom 
Hennings of Missouri has draft- 
ed a_ resolution of Senatorial 
apology to Canada for making 
public the secret security data 
which brought about the suicide 
of Herbert Norman, Canadian 
Ambassador to Egypt. 

Such an apology was what 
the Canadian Government -has 
wanted, since it regards the 
Senate, not the State Depart- 
ment, as responsible for break- 
ing confidence. However, 
there’s little likelihood that the 
Senate would pass such a reso- 
lution unless drastically watered 
down. 

About 90 of the 96 senators 
might favor such an apology 
privately, but publicly few are 
likely to back it—for an interest- 
ing and significant reason. The 
reason goes to the heart of why 
the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee has been allowed 
to operate almost at will. . 

Chairman of the Internal 
Security Subcommittee is big, 
balding cigar-smoking Jim East- 
land of Mississippi, Democrat. 
Eastland is also chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
and, as such, influences private 
bills. 

These are the bills for pen- 
sions, immigration permits, citi- 
zenship, damages, etc., which 
every senator must squeeze 
through Congress in order to 
get re-elected. They constitute 
the great bulk of every session’s 
legislation. And since Jim East- 
land sits as czar over the Judi- 
ciary Committee, he can block 
them or speed them. 

So only a few senators want 
to antagonize Jim Eastland by 
pushing an apology to Canada 


which would reflect on him, 
Republicrat Committee 

That’s also why few want to 
interfere with the way Eastland 
runs the Internal Security Sub- 
committee. Though Eastland is 
a Democrat, the Committee is 
run by Republicans. Eastland 
himself is consulted by the 
Eisenhower Administration on 
job appointments in Mississippi. 
He has more power with Re- 
publicans than most Democrats, 
} undoubtedly more power than 
he ever had with a Democratic 
administration. 

Working with him as virtual 
co-chairman of internal security 
is Sen. Bill Jenner of Indiana, 
Republican. They have appoint- 
ed as counsel not a Democrat, 
but a New York Republican, 
Robert Morris, the man who 
published the security data on 
Ambassador Norman. 

Morris is given complete free- 
dom to do almost anything he 
pleases. He has even had gov- 
ernment stenographers type 
Republican speeches on govern- 
ment time to be delivered at Lin- 
coln Day dinners blasting 
Democrats under whom he 
serves. His associate counsel is 
William Rusher, another arch- 
Republican, and the clerical 
staff includes Roy Garcia and 
Eleanor Melaney, also Républi- 
cans. This is unusual. When

Other senators have tried to 
curtail the Internal Security 
subcommittee without success.

Sourwine is the man who 
started a probe of the New York 
Times in the fall of 1955 when 
most members of the Internal 
Security Subcommittee were 
out of town. It served as a 
build-up to run for the Senate 
later. 

Both Morris and Sourwine 
know that they can always get 
100 per cent support from a 
majority of the senators on their 
committee through the Repu- 
blicrat team of Jenner and East- 
land. Supporting them are But- 
ler (Md.), Hruska (Neb.), Re- 
publicans; and usually McClellan 
(Ark.) and Ervin (N.C.), Dem- 
ocrats. Watkins of Utah, Repub-

'. LONDON—The Times, inde- 
pendent, discusses the problem 
of the Suez Canal in relation to 
a letter which the paper pub- 
lishes from Lord Salisbury who 
resigned from the Government 
because of its policy on Suez. 

In his letter Lord Salisbury 
argues that the Government
